Scien tific Discoveries Establish a 


Con n ection . 


World 
Declared to 
Have 
B^cn Free 
From 
Physical 
Ills 
Before

Were Laid Down. 


One of the most curious of discus­ 
sions has been started by Prof. Roy L. 
Moodie, 
a scientist of high reputation, 
who has made a special study of thej 
beginning of disease. 
Om-e upon a 
time, he says, th« *r« ‘ was no such thing 
HHWUsenne in either animals or plants. 
But It was 4\ very long while ago. 
His 
Inquiries led him to the conclusion 
that diseases began in the coal-form­ 
ing period, when to. vast 
d e pos i ts of 
our fossil BuaI were lahl down in peaty 
hogs fy« fn the luxuriant vegetation of 
r<*gions 
then 
tropical—in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, along the southern Allegh« *nies 
and ( ]'■(' • h*» rc. 
la 
«• very ancient times, ever so 
many millions of years ago, the earth 
was covered with water far more ex­ 
tensively than at present, and on the 
bottom grew fl*» Uls of "*< a lilies”—just 
as th« *y do today in marine shallows. 
They ar<* oddly Imitative of plants, j 
though really animals, and fossil re­ 
mains of them found in coal show <*n- 
Inrgements of the stems plainly due to 
attack by parasite worms. 
During the 
coal period there seems to have been 
an extensive developmcfftt of those 
forms of microscopic vegetation that 
we call fungi and bacteria. Nearly all 
plant diseases are «in« * to attack by 
parasitic fungi. 
Most diseases of men 
an« l animals are attributable to bac­ 
teria «»f one species or another that 
have acquired the habit of parasitism. 
Minute bacteria and fungi- traces of 
their colonirvs, that is t«> say— have 
ho« ’n found in the fossil droppings of 
extitct species <»f fishes, embalmed,, as 
on« * might say, in our coal deposits. Jn 
plant structures of corresponding an­ 
tiquity are discovered natural “cul­ 
tures” of bacteria, silicified. 
The fossil te« » th <»f long-extinct spe­ 
cies of fishes have heim found, affected 
by “dental caries”- -irregular decayed 
spots. 
Ana w« ui suppose tha t .those 


finny creatures of early day s’ suffered 
from 
toothache? 
Twenty 
or thirty 
millions of years 
ago arriv « 'd the age 
o f reptiles, which (TFv ^loped the giant 
lizards, that were the largest animal? 
ever known in the world. If some mod­ 
ern whales he ex cepted. Some of their 
hones (pr« *serve« J in the rocks) show 
deformitms 
obv iously due to disease. 
Certain of these 
deformities suggest 
chronic 
Inflammation 
of the joints; 
others, tuberculosis. 
After the age of 
reptiles came the early mammals. They 
and their descendants (including ¡our­ 
selves) have certainly had a .due al­ 
low anc* of 
disease ev er since. 
But 
(if Professor 
Moodie’a dictum is to lie 
accepted) there was no such thing as 
disease in Hie world up to the time 
when the eoai beds were laid down,— 
1‘hilailelphia Public Ledger.

mission Roper that persons, who fail to 
hie income tax returns with 
revenue 
collectors before next Saturday nig ht, 
will he subject to prosecution. 
Ho call­ 
ed on honest tax payers to aid in the 
round-up of slackers by reporting any 
information they might 
have 
which 
would assist in detection. 
Those who merely neg lect to file re­ 
turns arc subject on 
prosecution, the 
penalty for which is a fine of not more 
than $1,000 and those who “ wilfully re- 
lust '' are subject to fine or not more 
than $10.000, or imprisonment for one 
year, or both* 
“ Ignorance of the law ,” said the com­ 
missioner, '‘cannot consistently be offer­ 
ed as any excuse by the man who fails 
to file his income tax on time. 
Wide 
publicity has been given the provisions 
of the new revenue bill. 
The vast m a­ 
jority 
therefore of the American peo­ 
ple know the demands of the g overn­ 
ment. 
“ I believe the majority 
of

This is a statement 
attributed to the Prince of Monaco h\ 
the Mail’s Paris correspondent, who in 
terviewed the prince there.

Emperor W illiam, but that friends'« ' 
was severed by tin* prince in a telegram 
sent to the former emperor in Septem ­ 
ber, 19 14. 
■ Until a few years before the war,” 
the prince is quoted as saying “ the Ger­ 
man emperor seem s to 
have 
sincerlv 
wished p eace and a renewal of h 
course with France. 
1 know 
this fi 
cause T was entrusted with a mission t< 
try to bring it about.

mg in him. He was anxious to see Gej 
m any over all, and from the day w h e 
he felt it impossible to attain this < e 1 
by peaceful m eans war became an ob­ 
session with him.
